The Proteſtan's in that Biſhoprick being oppreſſed by the E- 


lector oi Cologn, his late Majeſty, when Elector, was obliged to 
put ſome Tioops into the capital City, to make the Papiſts keep 
to the Treaty of Weſiphalia on the Head of Religion. This 


was complained of to the German Dyet, upon which 
the Elector publiſhed a Maniteſto, to-juſtify his Proceedings, and 
proved that they were according to the Agreement made with 
the Elector of Cologu in 1643, and other later Conventions; ſo 
that the Papiſls were at laſt oblig'd to redreſs the Grievances of 
the Proteſtants, and the Elector withdrew his Troops. 

Tis allo to be obſet ved, that the Biſhoprick of Oſnabrugh is, 
by the Treaty of We/iphalia, to be alternately conterred upon 
P: oteſtants and Papiſts, and that the Chapter is obliged, when it 
comes 0 2 Proteſtant's Turn, to elect of the younger Sons of 
bis Majeſty's Family to be their Biſhop, or in cate there be 
none ſuch, they are to chuſe the reigning Prince; ad in caſe 
the Family ſhould fail, they are to chuſe a Prince of the Houſe 
of Brunſwick Wolfembuttel, His Majeſty's Uncle, Duke Erneſt, 
is now Biſhop ot that Phce. 

The German Dominions, poſſeſſed by his Majelty at preſent, 
lie betwixt the Lat.

I. The Dutchy of Sax LAWIZNY UR: Tt lies on the 
North and South Banks of the Elbe, between Holſlein on the 
Weſt, and the South part of Mecklenburg on the Eaſt, and Lu- 
nenburg on the South. It was ſubje@ to irs own Duke, of 
the ancient Family of the Dukes of Saxony, and belonged to 
that Dutchy, till about x 260, when John, the youngeſt Son of 
Albert Duke of Saxony, had it tor his Share, and his Succeſſors 
called themſelves Dukes of Angria and Weſiphalia ; but Duke 
Erick, miſſing of his Pretenſions to the Electorate after the Death 
ot Albert, added the Name of Sax to keep up his Pretenſions. 

ius Francis, their laſt Duke, dying without Heirs Male in 
1 689, the Claims of the Elector of Saxony, the Prince of An- 


haut, and the Duke of Lanenburg- Zell co it, are not. yet deterꝰ 


mined ; but the latter ſeized it, and it is ſtill in the Poſſeſſion of 
the Houle of Hannover. 

The Places of moſt Note in this Dutchy are, r. Lauenburg 
the chiet Town, in Long.

to Hamburg, and is deſert tor ſeveral es ; yet in the barren 
Parts the Inhabitants keep Bees, and make a great Profit of their 


Honey and Wax. | x | 
The Inhabitants are reckoned by the other German! to be the 


moſt ruſtical, both in Habit and Language, of any in the Em- 


ire; but whatever they were formerly, it will not appear to 
ſo now, eſpecially as to their Cloathing. The Cheraſci, 
Part of whom inhabited this Country, contributed much to the 
Defeat of Varus and the Roman Legions. The preſent Inha- 
birants are alſo accounted good Soldiers, being bred in a cold 


Climate, with a ſpare Diet. They have Store of Rood Fiſh in 
their Lakes, Pools, and Rivers, and breed great Numbers of 


Pheaſants.

There's a Hill in this Country called Hulpemburg, (i. e.) the 
Mount of Help: It was ſo named, ſays the Chronicle of * 
wick, becauſe Charlemain pray d here againſt Vittelind the 
Saxon and his Idols; upon which the Emperor having obtained 
the Victory, he built a Chapel on the Top of this Hill, which 
being much frequented, a large Village was built in the Neighs 
bourhood, and call'd St. Hulp. They had afterwards an annual 
Fair granted them, where the Monks fold Indulgences, but that 
wicked Practice was aboliſhed at the Retormation, They have 


fine Paſtures and Meadows, with great Flocks of Cattle ; and 
their Butter is highly cliremed, oe

1s handſome and well built, divided into the New and Old 
Towns by the River, which is nav! here by imall Boars, 
and was the ordinary Reſidence of the Elector. Moſt of the 
Houſes are of Timber, intcrlaid with Brick or Phaiſter; and 
they have likewiſe many of Brick and Stone. The Streets are 
regular and broad, and well furniſhed with Lanthorns to give 
Light in the Winter Nights. It is regularly fortified, and the

Having given this Account of the Dutchy of Brunſwick in 
general, we come now to deſcribe that Part of it which is ſub · 
ject to his Majeſty, and lies South of the Biſhoprick of Hilde- 
ſheim, and the Dominions of Branſwick-Wolfemburtel. Mr. Moll 
in his Map calls this Brunſticl-Lunenburg, with the Dutchy of 
Grubenbagen; of which laſt in its Place.

We return to Auguſtus. He was born in 1579, and had 
three Wives : the firſt was Clara Maria of Pomerania; the ſe- 
cond was Dorothy ot Anhalt, and the third Sophia Elizabeth of 
Mecklemburg. He died in 1666, and left three Sons: The firſt 
was Radolph Auguſtus by Dorothy of Anhalt, born in 1627, 
He took the Town of Brunſwick, and married Chriſlina Elixa- 
beih of Barby, Daughter to Aber Frederick, the lalt Count of 
that Name, by whom he had no Male Iſſue but three Daugh- 
ters; 1.

He profeſſed himfelf a Proteſtant till 
the 76th Year of his Age, when ſome cunning Papiſts im + 
proving his Dotage, prev upon him by Promiſes of great 
Advantages to his Family, ec. to profeſs their Religion. He 
ſeem'd however hut an aukward fort of a Convert, and died in 
1714. He had the following Children: 1. Auguſtus Frederick, 
a Proteſtant, born in 1657. He received a Wound before 
Philipstwurg, of which he died in 1676 without Iſſue. 2. Eli- 
zabeth Eleonora, born in 1658, marricd firſt to 7ohn George, 
Duke of Meeklembarg, and aiter his Death, to Bernard of Sax 
Menningen.

Having thus gone through the Genealogy of the Family, as 
exhibited by Mr. Diſney and the Atlas; it is proper to take 
notice of another Account of it that was printed at Brunſwick 
ſinck bis late Majeſty's Acceſſion to the Throne of Great Bri- 
zan; which I ſhall improve, by making his Majeſty's Deſcent 
from the Kings of Scotland and Englard moie clear than that 
Author has done. 


His Majeſty's Genealogy from the antient 
Kings of Scotland, of the Britons, Picts, 
Engliſh-Saxons, Daniſh and Norman 
Race; taken from Boethius, Major, Bi- 
ſhop Leſley, Yi George Mackenzie, Gr.
